Mr. 8tnaK Is 
an intelligent gantlenaa of pieas- 
Ing address, who with his wife has 
spent lliiil.\ M'ars in China, in rharne 
of iiiissioiia I .\ work for I lie l*resb>- 
lerlans. .Mis Stuart came back lo 
Amerieu last fall, and has since been 
visiting In Virginia and <l>adneah. 

They will remain in tha United 
^atea all this year, and if tha preti- 
enl threatened trouble in China be- 
comes more serious, may remain even 
lonnei . 

.Mr. Stuart tulkii intelligently of 
China and its people. He does not 
bellawe^that the present agitation u 
solely against toralghers. It is 

merely the out-cropping of the Chi- 
nese spirit, which has been repressed 
and i i'si rained so lonn. 

"Of lourse." said .Mr. Stuart thla 
morninn, 'I left China before any of 
the present trouble i^egan. I know- 
nothing of It. but natumlly have an 
idea of the causes. 

"II seems to me Ihat the l^hine*e 
I |ile are In a state of );rowiiin un- 
rest. I'hey have been so aince tbe 
Boxer troubles fhra yeara ago. They 
are beginning to read the papera 
more and to take more Intareat in 
the outalda world. They want pro- 
gress. The merchants want to 
br.ini'li oiii as tln-.v 1. nnvv tbev cnuld. 
but for conditions. The government 
— the Chinese offlclala, — do not ap- 
prove. ;rhe literary claaa IS atao 
agaliut it, but tha people seem to 
want something. Perhaps they 
don't know exactly what it is. but 
the.\ want something and thiy are 
beginning to stir uneasilv like a 
moiwter which has grown to such 
proportions during a long sleep that 
when ha baglas to awake, — aa they 
are doing, — he hardly hnowa what 
to do with himself. Politically and 
l oiiimei li.illv . China Is awakening 
The people want railroads. ilii'> wani 
to de\elop Ihe woiulerlul ii'soiines 
of their country both above and be- 
low the ground, and they want to oc- 
cupy their proper place among the 
nations. 

'•There is even talk of a republic, 
but of course the idea is not yet 
clearly deSned. although It seeming- 
ly has taken root. They want'^to 
grow great as other nstlons but the 
ofllelalH will not permit iIh iii 

"The Cliinesc. speakin;: nf ill. Ill a> 
a whole, fee! keeiil> ilo' rffeils o! 
the uncertainly of the future. They 
might grow rich, but they are afraid 
to. They would Invest money In 
rsilroads, and thus dayalop the coun- 
try, but they nuver know when the 
government 'might deprive them of 
the privilege of enjoyiiig the iiene- 
fli of their investment. They have 
some railroads now, ot course, but 
very few. 

"The Chlneae'are quick to learn. 

The.v ha-.i' the money lo build rail- 
Toads and brains lo run tliem. but 
they are afraid. From Hant; Chow 
lo Shanghai, a distance of l.'iO miles, 
there are four boat lines. The rivers 
have their ateamers, and this canals 
their tog . boats. The launches or 
tiigsi leave Hang Chow regularly, ev- 
ery i*y for Shanghai, with a string 
of hoiise-boals, six in miiiili. r. the 
lug being lo the boats wliai an en- 
gine is to a string of cars. The l.'iO 
miles is msde in 21 hours, and there 
are four dISerettt Mnea. 

"The Chinese are a quiet, peaceful 
nation. I sually when there Is a ri- 
ot, iiKis-ari ' or oilier disturbance, 
there is a cause for^it. U may not 
be a good cause, but there is never 
I believe a wanton uprising. Ia 
Hang Chow, a place of 80,000 inhab- 
iianis. I ilo not li. lii v>' that there U 
as much crime ami \ioleini' as there 
Is here in Hailurah, I sboiiid imf lii> 
afraid to go out alone on tbe streets 
at any time In the night. I have 
never heard of a murder there. Ol 
course lots may happen that you 
never bear of. but I consider the thi- 
nese a tranquil people. 

"Tt? rerpf? to fe ortglBsl whjeet. 
however, they are now 'moving.' 
There is unreal, uneaaineas. How it 
will end I do not know. I do not be- 



lieve It is Koleh a hostility towards 
fori'igners. The pinplc are simple 
ili-'i.iiistled. and want pr' iifi'tss." 

Mr. Stuart said he expected to re- 
tnrn to ChliM tbe last of this year, 
provided there Is no serious trouble 
than. He and his wife have done s 
u-rest work smong tbe Chinese.

From the 
evidence they simply attempted to 
pass alongrtde the cars, whereupon 
the cars started moving and were 
brushed off. The baiiliing signal 
might have had no effect becanso 
the women were already past one 
car when the train began to back.
